The bar that appears on the right of most Word-processorsf screens (and similar programmes). It 
appears as a thin strip with an arrow at either extreme and a small Sbuttonf somewhere in between. 
The position of this button indicates approximately where rn the document you are at present and its 
size gives a rough idea of the size of the document (the smaller it is the larger the document). You 
can click on the arrows to §scrollf forwards and backwards in the document or ggrabf the button (by 
clicking over it with the mouse key without undicking) and sliding it up and down the scroll bar. 
Clicking elsewhere will cause the button to gravitate towards the mouse pointer effectively scrolling 
the document.
